New York, Oct. 28.— Captain S. S. 
O’Connor, a former captain in the New 
York N ational Guards, who has just 
returned from the Philippinas, where 
he did service :•< a captain in the Forty- 
sixth volume*-’ 
-’Mitry, said in an in ­ 
terview upon the subject of the massa­ 
cre of the N m th United States infantry 
on the island of Samar: 
“ The American peop’e can form no 
idea of the treachery of the natives. 
They have beni likened to the Ameri­ 
can ludian, but the comparison does 
not do justice to their capacity for be­ 
trayal. 
Such a body of fighters as the 
N inth infantry are, never would have 
been caught in such a trap by the In-1 
diaus. 
The Indians never have learned j 
to play the friend like the. Filipino. 
A j 
soldier in the western plains would be , 
on his guard always against the red J 
skins, but they cam not dissemble. They J 
may ambush you and rush you at night 
but they don’t know how to play the 
amigo trick, as did the Filipinos. 
“T hat the Filipino is a pastm aster in 
treachery, I soon learned after getting 
into the field over there. 
Consequently 
I decided to be as severe as possible. 
I 
was provost m arshal in several towns, 
and apparently unduly harsh, but I 
found that the only way to meet the 
natives. 
As an illustration, I will say 
that in one of the towns south of Ma­ 
nila there was a barber named Lorenzo 
Mabano, who did a flourishing business, 
the soldiers patronizing his place gener­ 
ously. 
He appeared to btl thoroughly 
loyal. 
I dou’t suppose there was any 
one in the town we suspected less than 
he. 
He spoke Spanish well and used to 
tell us how much good American rule 
would do the people. 
One night a raid 
was made on a hoboed of insurgents. 
Among the prisomers taken w ith rifle 
in hand was our barber. 
Then it came 
out th at after working in his shop all 
day he would go to the rebel camp at 
night aud disclose w hatever inform a­ 
tion he had gleaned from his soldier 
customers during the day.”

K n o t a o n T r e e . 
In the barks of our forest trees are 
contained a multitude of lateut buds, 
which are developed and grow under 
certain 
favorable 
conditions. 
Some 
trees possess this property in a rem ark­ 
able degree, and often, when the other 
parts are killed dow n by frost, the 
property of pushing out these latent 
buds into growth preserves the life of 
the plant. 
These buds, having once 
begun to grow, adhere to the woody 
layer at their base and push out their 
points through the back toward the 
light. 
The buds then unfold nod develop 
leaves, which elaborate the sap carried 
up the sm all shoot. Once elaborated It 
descends by the bark, when it reaches 
the base or inner bark. 
Here it is ar­ 
rested, so to speak, and deposited b e­ 
tw een tile outside and inner layer of 
bark, as can be learned on exam ining 
specim ens on the trees in the woods 
alm ost anywhere.

before, both by unknown men. 
The re­ 
port is also made that a crowd of about 
40 enraged men sym pathizing w ith the 
W alls assembled at Tebo. a piano in the 
edge of Sabine, nine m iles south of San 
Augustine on the Hem phill road, de­ 
claring their intention to hunt down 
and exterm inate the enem ies of the 
Walls. 
It is said that they expect rein­ 
forcem ents from N acogdoches as thoy 
have m any ardent friends hero,but none 
has left here so far as known 
The 
sheriff of Shelby county telephoned the 
San Augustine sheriff that he was ready 
to assist in suppressing violence. 
The ' 
m ystery of Eugene W all’s killing has 
not been cleared up. If farther violence 
occurs there is no telling the end.

Paris, Tex., Oct. 28.—Bud Guthrie, a 
w hite head waiter at a restaurant on 
South Main street, was stabbed in the 
right breast w ith a butcher knife Sun­ 
day morning in a difficulty w ith a ne­ 
gro dishwasher.

“ News has reached us that the brig­ 
ands were attacked by Turkish troops, 
but this is not confirmed.

"It is ominous that nothing has been 
heard of the captive for a month. 
Our 
severo measures have drivou the bri­ 
gands from the frontier *o tho interior, 
and it is now a race between the three 
relief parties to see which will find her 
first. 
Some one is sure to find hor if 
living. 
"News has reaches! us that the brig­ 
ands were attacked by Turkish troops, 
but this is not confirmed.
